(1) Thedivision of family and children or the eetnty office of famtty and ehitdren to be derived from
county tax sources.
(2) A child orphaned by reason of the death of the natural parents.

(b) The billing and collection of the maintenance charges as provided for in subsection (a) shall be made
by the superintendent of the home based on the per capitacost for the preceding fiscal year. All money collected
shall be deposited in afund to be known asthe Indianasoldiers and sailors' children's home maintenance fund.
The fund shall be used by the state health commissioner for the:

(1) preventative maintenance; and
(2) repair and rehabilitation;
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of buildings of the home that are used for housing, food service, or education of the children of the home.

(c) Thesuperintendent of the homemay, with theapproval of the state health commissioner, agreeto accept
payment at a lesser rate than that prescribed in subsection (a). The superintendent of the home shall, in
determining whether or not to accept the lesser amount, take into consideration the amount of money that is
necessary to maintain or support any member of thefamily of thechild.

(c) To the extent that the personnel, agreements and other obligations, and records and other
property of acounty officear enot theper sonnel, agreementsand other obligations, and recor dsand other
property of the division, after December 31, 1999, the:

(1) personnel;

(2) agreements and other obligations; and

(3) records and other property;
of a county office of family and children on December 31, 1999, shall be treated as the personnel,
agreementsand other obligations, and recordsand other property of thedivision of family and children.
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(d) After December 31, 1999, a court order issued before January 1, 2000, and requiring or
authorizing a county office of family and children totakean action shall betreated asan order requiring
or authorizing the division of family and children to take the action. However, this subsection does not
authorize thedivision of family and children to impose a property tax levy.

(e) After December 31, 1999:

() trust funds administered by; and

(2) wardships and guardianships granted to;
a county office of family and children before January 1, 2000, shall be administered by the division of
family and children.

(f) Thefollowing funds are abolished:

(1) State medical assistance to wards fund.

(2) The state welfare fund.

(3) Institution clothing fund established under | C 12-24-6-1 (repealed by this act).
Unallotted money in afund described in thissubsection on December 31, 1999, shall on January 1, 2000,
betransferred to an account in the state general fund.

(g9) Theunallotted balanceson December 31, 1999, of any trust fund established under 1C 12-19-1-15,
asrepealed by thisact, shall betransferred to an appropriatetrust fund under the administration of the
division of family and children. The amount transferred shall be used only in a manner consistent with
theintention of the donor of the property and for the following purposes:

(1) For the benefit of a home or an institution in which dependent or neglected children are cared
for under the supervision of the county office.
(2) For the benefit of children who are committed to the care or supervision of the county office.

SECTION 63. [EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 1999] (a) Asused in this SECTION, " committee" referstothe
human services committee.

(b) The human servicescommitteeisestablished. The committee consists of twenty (20) membersas
follows:

(1) Four (4) membersof thesenatefinancecommitteeto beappointed by thepresident protempore
of the senate.

(2) Four (4) member sof the senatefinance committeeto beappointed by theminority leader of the
senate.

(3) Six (6) member s of the house ways and means committeeto be appointed by the speaker of the
house of representatives.

(4) Six (6) member sof thehousewaysand meanscommitteeto beappointed by theminority leader
of the house of representatives.

(c) A member appointed under this SECTION servesat the pleasur e of the appointing authority. If
a vacancy exists on the committee, the vacancy shall be filled by the person who made the original
appointment.

(d) The chairman of the legislative council shall name the chairperson of the committee. The
chairper son of the committee serves at the pleasur e of the chairman of the legislative council.

(e) The committee shall meet at least eight (8) times each year. The chairperson shall call thefirst
meeting of the committee before August 31, 1999.

(f) The committee shall provide for the introduction of legislation in the 2000 and 2001 regular
sessions of the general assembly to do the following:

(1) Make appropriate changesto referencesin statutesthat arerequired by thisact.
(2) Reviseand consolidatethestatutesrelating to ther eor ganization of county offices of family and
children under thisact.
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(3) Otherwise implement thisact.

(9) The committee may study any issuerelated to itsresponsibilities.

(h) Theaffirmative notes of amajority of the membersappointed to the committeearerequired for
the committee to take action on any measur e, including final reports.

(i) Thecommittee shall operateunder thedirection of the legidlative council. Thelegidative services
agency shall staff the committee. The office of the secretary of family and social services shall assist the
committee as directed by the chair person of the committee.

(i) The committee shall issue:

(D) aninterim report before November 2, 1999, and at other timesasdeter mined by thelegislative
council; and
(2) afinal report before November 2, 2000.

Copies of each report shall be given to the governor and the legislative council.

(k) Each member of the committee is entitled to receive the same per diem, mileage, and travel
allowancespaid to member s of the general assembly serving on interim study committeesestablished by
the legidative council.
